The Trouble At the Franklin Mine 
May Necessitate the State’s Inter- 
ferance—Denver Miners Do 
Not 
Combine—Pennsylvania Motormen 
Quit Work. 


Duluth, Minn., May 13.—The arm ory 
was the scene of considerable excite­ 
ment last night, the militia, being un­ 
der arm s in readiness, if necessary, to 
take a special train for the Franklin- 
Rockefeller mine a t Virginia, this state, 
where rioting is feared. Late Saturday 
night Sheriff B utchart sent a call for 
troops to Gov. Clough, explaining th at 
the miners who had gone on strike for 
higher wages were interfering with the 
non-union men who had been employed, 
preventing the operation of the big 
steam shovels at the rock piles, and 
m aking all kinds of threats against the 
men and the mine owners. 
The mine 
employed about 500 men, and of this 
num ber nearly all were ignorant H un­ 
garians, Finlanders, and Poles, who, 
under the leadership of one or two of 
their better educated countrym en have 
been inflamed against the company and 
the men who have taken their places, 
until they are ready for alm ost any­ 
thing. 
The troops were called to the armory 
in the afternoon, where they were given 
instructions by the commanding officer, 
Sim ilar orders$were 
given 
last year 
when the troops went to the same mine 
to quell a disturbance, and as a result 
one of the strikers was shot dead in his 
tracks and several more were wounded 
badly. Many of the men who are now 
m aking threats are the same men who 
led the men last year. 
The Franklin mine is the richest on 
the Mesaba range, but, in spite of this 
fact and the further alleged fact th a t it 
has been making more money than all 
the others put together, it has refused 
to advance the wages of its men IO per 
cent, as others have done, and this has 
created a most bitter feeling against it 
along the range. It is feared the trou­ 
ble will extend to all of the mines on 
the range, as m any of the miners are 
discontented and have been w aiting for 
Just some such opportunity to go out. 
Many deputy sheriffs are now on the 
ground, but as most of them are old 
mining 
men, whose 
sym pathies are 
with the strikers, it 
is not * expected 
there will be any collision unless the 
troops reach the ground. 
At the conclusion of a conference 
which lasted until m idnight A djutant- 
General Muchlberg declared he believ­ 
ed the situation less serious than re­ 
ported; that the sheriff had not exer­ 
cised all his authority, and declined to 
send troops until he shall have made a 
personal investigation. 
The mining company and ffie sheriff 
fear that 
this move will 
precipitate 
more trouble.

TREATY WITH NICARAGUA. 


Japan Wants Privileges 
In the Canal 
Equal to Other Nations. 
Tokio, 
Japan. 
May 
13.—Recent 
achievements of Japan have led It to 
turn its attention to securing a treaty 
with N icaragua by which It would se­ 
cure marked privileges In the N icara­ 
gua canal. 
The subject has been un­ 
der consideration 
at W ashington be­ 
tween Minister Guzman, representing 
Nicaragua, and the representatives of 
Japan. The treaty has not as yet been 
concluded, nor is it being further urged 
for the present, although no doubt ex­ 
ists among officials a satisfactory treaty 
will be made, giving Japan privileges in 
the canal to com mensurate with her 
growing power as a m ilitary and com­ 
mercial nation. 
W ashington, May 13.—Thus far the 
United States has regarded Great B rit­ 
ain as the only dangerous competitor 
for the use or control of the canal. Now 
Japan's interest in the canal presents 
a new factor. H er victories over China 
promise to make her a prominent pow­ 
er in the Pacific. By gaining privileges 
in the use of the N icaraguan canal Ja ­ 
pan would also secure direct access to 
the 
Atlantic 
without 
the long trip 
around “the Horn.” The im portance of 
a quick route to the Atlantic from J a ­ 
pan is great from a naval and commer­ 
cial standpoint.

RULES FOR TH E CEN SU S TAKING 


Several A dditional Item s May be Covered— 
Change W ard Lines. 
Janesville’s ward boundaries, 
if 
they are changed, will probably not 
be altered until after the state census 
is taken. 
Active preparations to have 
everything in readiness for the taking 
of the census, which work, according 
to law is to begin on June 20 next, 
are being made by the cffiae force 
under Secretary of State Casson. This 
census is taken every ten years and 
although it is one of the very big 
pieces of work of the administration, 
an effort will be made to have an even 
more exhaustive report this year than 
ever heretofore. 
Among the new additions will be 
that 
of agricultural 
implements. 
Under this head will come plows, 
drills, corn planters, potato diggers, 
hay rakes, hay loaders, mowers, self 
binders, threshing machines, wagons 
and carriages. 
The new book will 
also enumerate cheese factories,cream­ 
eries and milch cows over two years 
old. 
The following is the section of the 
law under which the census is being 
taken, it being the amended section of 
chapter 45, of the revised statutes of 
1868: 
“ The secretary of state shall, on or 
bsfore the first day of 
June, in the 
year in which the census is to be ta­ 
ken, transm it to the several county 
clerks a sufficient number of schedules 
and forms so prepared by him, to take 
the enumeration of the inhabitants, 
collect 
the 
statistics, enroll 
the 
militia, 
ex-soldiers 
and 
sailors 
then residing in each of the counties 
of the state, and prepare and transmit 
with such schedules such instructions 
and directions in regard to the same 
as he may deem nscessary; snd the 
several county clerks shall, immedi­ 
ately upon receipt of such schedules, 
forms aud instructions, forward the 
requisite number of them to each 
town, city and village clerk within 
said county, to enable them to take 
said census and collect such statistics 
in the manner herein required. 
Under provisions of this law Secre­ 
tary Casson has had prepared by the 
state printer the 
necessary blanks, 
and the work of sending them to the 
several county clerks will begin next 
week. 
Some idea of the amount of 
work *o be done, when the returns be­ 
gin to come in, may be derived from 
a casual survey of the following which 
shows the number of blanks which 
will be sent out: 
Oath as clerk as censur taker, 3;500; 
enumeration of inhabitants, 100,000; 
enrollment of militia, 30,000; enumer­ 
ation of all ex-soldiers and Bailors, 
15,000; agricultural statistics, 20,000; 
manufacturing statistic, 15,000; in­ 
structions to census law, 3,000; enu­ 
merators’certificates, 5,000; compen­ 
sation vouchers, 5,000; agricultural 
implements, 20,000. 
If the foregoingare found to be in­ 
adequate more blanks will be printed. 
All returns must be in on or before 
August 20.

DEPARTMENT HAD A LONG RUN

John Brown’s Leaf Shelter Ignited, 
Either Accidentally or Otherwise 
By the Loafers That Made it Head­ 
quarters— 3000 Feet From W ater 
Mains—Loss is Not Large.

Lower Factory Wheels W ere Set in 
Motion This Morning and the Up­ 
per Factory Will Start Up on W ed­ 
nesday—Manager Heller Says Few 
W ere Dissatisfied. 


The wheels at the lower cotton mill 
which have been stilled by the strike 
for two weeks, were set in motion 
again this morning, a large number of 
the employes returning to work under 
the old schedule. 
The upper mill 
will not be started before Wednesday. 
A reporter for The Gazette called on 
Manager Heller a t the upper factory 
this morning, aud in answer to ques­ 
tions that gentleman said: 
“ Yes, work was resumed at the 
lower factory this morning. 
I hare 
not been advised yet as to the number 
of hands that returned to work, but I 
presume there is enough to run the 
mill. 
The fact is, but very few of our 
employes were in favor of the strike, 
but were forced to go out. 
Work will 
not be resumed in the upper factory 
before Wednesday. 
I think by that 
time we will be ready to Blart up this 
factory if the hands desire to return, 
and I think they do, as a number of 
them have been around this morning 
to see what the prospects were of re­ 
suming work. It may take a few days 
to get everything in good running 
order. 
After that we can determine 
just what we can do.” 


M ale Room I t 
Im portant. 
One of the overseers was met on 
the streets, he confirming the state­ 
ment of Mr. Heller, adding that in his 
opinion none of the nelp outside the 
‘mule room” and one or two “ tramp 
weavers,” desired a strike at this time, 
and thought all the regular hands 
would return to work as soon as noti­ 
fied that the mills would start. 
“ One of the men employed in the 
mule room,* and who was a leading 
agitator in the strike, left this morn­ 
ing for the south,” said he “ and I be­

Much depends on the 'mule room’ 
hands, and men skilled in that work 
cannot be picked up on the streets 
every day.” 
Workmen are now engaged in re­ 
wiring the upper 
factory for the 
incandescent lights. They will require 
several days time, and cannot be done 
while the machinery is in motion. Mr. 
Heller says that he thinks 'his will be 
completed by Wednesday. The cotton 
company runs its own dynamos for 
lighting purposes at both factories.
